"TAFT." 


Crane Makes Retort. 


Following the receipt of the 'presi- 


dent's message through Secretary Car- 
penter, Mr. Crane Issued the following 
statement: 


"I am greatly relieved by the presi- 


dent's decision. There hus 
been no 


minute since I learned the attitude of 
the department of state when I have 
not contemplated the possibility of a 
continuance of my 
official 
relations 


with tlie deepest repugnance. Never- 
theless, I have felt that my obligations 
to the president was to permit him to 
decide the issue1. I have appreciated 
fully what would be Involved in a de- 
cision by him that I should continue. 
I have realized also the Impossibility 
of his securing' complete information 
at this time. He has chosen to base 
his decision upon the circumstances 
found by the secretary of stale. 


"I accepted the Chinese mission at 


his request and solely because of as- 
surances that I could be and would be 
permitted to be of service to th,e coun- 
try In constructive work of the-great- 
est importance to it and of the great- 
est interest to me. 


"It has been made 
perfectly clear 


that conditions here were not and' are 
not such as to make this possible. To 
demonstrate this has involved a perr 
sonal humiliation such as no self-re- 
specting man who.is drafted into the 
public service should be called on to 
endure, but I am grateful indeed that 
T have had the test of official confi- 
dence and support here rather than in 
China and now rather than at some 
real crisis involving the honor or the 
interest of the nation. 
' 


"I think I should state at this time 


that until I arrived here last Sunday I 
had never seen t'.ie newspaper article 
which is made the excuse for my re- 
call, nor had I heard that such an 
article had been published, and at my 
interview with the secretary of state 
It was not shown to me. I accepted 
the description of its character 
and 


consequences then given to me and as- 
sumed full responsibility for my con- 
nection with It, purely Incidental as 
that connection was."

FERRER'S LAST WORDS. 


Barcelona, Oct. 14.—Francisco Ferrer 


died with the cry "Long live the mod- 
ern schools" upon his lips.. This and 
other brief details of yesterday's exe- 
cution of the revolutionist escaped the 
censorship today. Though he had re- 
iused the ministrations, two priests of 
:he Order of Peace, and Charity fol-. 
owed Ferrer to the ditch where he 
was shot, murmuring prayers for hiip. 
To a request that his eyes should not 
be bandaged General Ezrln replied: 


"A traitor has no right to look upon 


:he faces of soldiers." Ferrer refused 
to kneel and standing 
erect 
as the 


rifles were turned upon him exclaimed: 
"Aim straight. Long live the modern 
school." 


DEMONSTRATION OF PROTEST. 


Trieste, Austria. 
Oct. 14.—A great 


demonstration of protest against the 
execution yestsrday at 
Barcelona of 


Prof. Ferrer was made here during the 
night. Thousands of persons gathered 
at a meeting which was addressed by 
a, number of democratic deputies. Fol- 
lowing this the Protestants 
marched 


through the streets and all the theaters 
and cafes were compelled to close.

strike in this city today In sympathy 
with the demonstration, the employes 
of the dock yards being prominent in 
the movement.

JUSTIFIES THE MURDER.

complished. Ferrer was given every 
right in the matter of his defense and 
the laws of the country were scrupu- 
lously observed.

Chinese Minister Sits in 


Spirit Seance and 


Hears Things. 


'Washington, Oct. 14.—Dr. Wu Ting 


Fang, the popular Chinaman who Is 
about to retire from the post of min- 
ister of China to the United States, 
pursued further last .night his per- 
sonal Investigation Into the esoteric 
mysteries of spiritualism as demon- 
strated by Washington spiritualists. 


The woman medium, who officiated, 


Drought to him messages' purporting 
to come from the late President Mc- 
Kinley, who was an Intimate -friend 
of Dr. Wu, and ulso from the minis- 
ter's own mother. The latter was the 
most startling because apparently de- 
livered In the Chinese language. 


Brought By Indian Girl. 


The messages are claimed by the 


spiritualists to 
be 
brought to the 


medium in trance by the spirit' of a 
sixteen year old American Indian girl, 
under whose "control" she speaks but 
broken English, yet the conversation 
between Dr. Wu 
and 
the medium, 


while ostensibly under this "control," 
was somewhat extensive,.lasting fully 
five minutes and seemed to bo In the 
Chinese vernacular; question and an- 
swer, unintelligible • to the auditors, 
passing back and forth with consider- 
able freedom. 


There was every evidence that the 


diplomat perfectly 
understood the 


communication, which 
purported to 


come from the 
spirit of Dr. Wu's 


mother. It was asserted that the med- 
ium and her Indian "control" are both 
absolutely Ignorant ot the Chinese 
language. 


Sees Trouble Ahead for China. 


Before 
the conversation between 


Dr. Wu and the medium, purporting to 
convey messages from the martyred 
president, tho woman In her "trance" 
had told Dr. Wu that her "control" 
foresaw' terrible trouble for the Chi- 
nese empire, in which the distinguish- 
ed diplomat would occupy a place of 
great importance and influence and 
it was in connection with this predic- 
tion that 
she 
brought'• what was 


claimed to be a communication from 
the former president, expressing the 
earnest desire for peace. 


At first the spirit -of a Chinaman, 


who gave his name, came to Dr. Wu 
The mediumlstlc "control" said . the 
spirit had left the earthly life some 
twenty years ago,1 but it knew Dr Wu 
and would like to talk to him. "Jlin- 
nie," the Indian "control." remarked 
through the medium that this Chi- 
nese was not a great Chinaman like 
the "big chief," as the Indian girl al- 
ways calls a man or high standing, 
but had been a common Chinaman. 


Ono a Washes; Other a Talkee.' 
"He no like you big chief," said the 


Indian girl to the diplomat "He used 
to be a washee. washee, washee; you 
great Chinaman, who talkee, talkeo. 
talkcc, heap much talkee, allee time." 


Suddenly the medium made a most 


profound salaam before Dr. Wu and 
"Minnie" informed him that his moth- 
er was there and wished to give him a 
message. 


"Ask her to speak to me,"' said Dr 


Wu. 


At the request the medium uttered, 


as If with great difficulty, a sentence 
in the Chinese language, or as near to 
it as it might he possible for a girl, 
.-ible to speak only the most broken 
English, to repeat to an American 
that difficult foreign tonsnje. 
This in 


turn passing from the lips of another 
woman necessarily would be somewhat 
imperfect, but Dr. Wu apparently'un- 
derstood. 


Talked in Chinese. 


The first sentence was in the nature 


of a salutation and in reply the states- 
man questioned the "spirit" In Chin- 
ese, receiving an answer -which seemed 


undoubtedly to be In Chinese and the 
conversation continued fully five min- 
utes. 


During the conveyance of the mes- 


sage purporting to come from Dr. W 
mother tho medium stood close to llui 
diplomat, at times holding his hand 
and 
patting him ..ou the 
shoulder. 


Finally she knelt In front of him and 
continued talking in that position 
couple of minutes. At the conclusion 
of this conversation, the Indian gir' 
told what she foresaw In the future In 
connection with the Chinese minister 
First of all she saw "much lighting" in 
the far away country from which he 
came. His native land was preparing 
she said, for a great struggle. It was 
building ships of war. Dr. Wu would 
be vitally interested In this terrible 
conflict and would hold an office of 
great Importance. 


Shortly after this the medium said 


there came to her a spirit of a frlenc 
of the minister's who was-not one o. 
his own country, but was an American 


Spirit of McKinley. 


This spirit gave to the medium th

Doctored His Diary. 


'"We quit any farther attempts to-

Sept. 15th, and returned to the boat, a 
gasoline launch named Bolshoy, which 
lay in the water at the foot of the gla- 
cier. We reached the launch on Sept. 
19th. having traveled twenty-six miles 
or more on the top of the glacier from 
the place we quit climbing, on Sept 
inth. 


"On Sept. 16th, when at our first 


camp returning from the glacier, I 
doctored 
and .changed 
the entries 


therein from and including Sept. 9th 
down and including Sept. 12th. • These 
changes were made under the orders of 
Dr. Cook. From the 12th to the 16th 
was written at the first camp return- 
ing on the night of the 16th, and from 
the 16th to and including the 18th, was 
written in our last camp returning on 
the evening of the ISth, and written 
solely under the dictation of Dr. Cook, 
and just as he said. .From and In- 
cluding Sept. 19th down to the end of, 
the diary on Nov. 9th the entries ther- 
in are my own. They cover the actual 
facts, and were not .dictated to me by 
any one.

Cook Made Him Stop Diary. 


"Dr. Cook first told me to stop my 


diary on Sept. 12, when we were in our 
fifth camp going up tho glacier, and at 
or near the point which 
Dr. Cook 


claimed as the top of Mount McKin- 
ley. This point was within sight of us 
at the time. Dr. Cook stated at this 
time and place that the same condi- 
tions existed there-as did exist on the 
top ot Mount McKinley, and Directed 
mo to stop my diary until further or- 
ders. At this time he had bc> to the 
top ot the point claimed by the doctor 
as the top of the mountain, and the 
doctor had taken a photograph of the 
point with me standing on top thereof, 
with the American flag In my hand. 
The photograph to which I refer is 
shown opposite page 227 ot the doctor's 
book entitled 'To the Top of the Con- 
tinent,' before mentioned. The jigged 
marks on thp apex of the snow in that 
picture, and shown from the bottom 
of tho picture up to the granite rock 
forming the top of the point, are my 
footmarks and those ot Dr. Cook. 


Photographed Flag. 


My best recollections of this are as 


follows: 


"Dr. Cook and I went to the top if 


this point together, and he said, we 
will go back down and get a pictute 
of this. We did not take our bag? 
with us to the top of the point, having 
left them down In the saddle above the 
glacier. 
We' then both 
went down 


frorn the point to where our bags had 
been left. The doctor took the Amer 
can flag out ot one ot the bags and 
handed it to me, and sent me back-to 
the top o£ the point, and told me 
-hold it there on the end o£ the ice ax.

Tort AVaynu is an industrial city. 


Th* primary reason men live here is 
because there Is work to be done, and 
the bulk of the workers are not trades- 
men or clerks, hut operatives. 
The 


city's Industrial character must intlu- 
ence all our planning. We have con- 
slilered thus far only the show places 
and p)ar»s where tli> dti;;nns trade. 
The plnren where they work, where 
they ilv« and wh<>r« they shall play 
are of vital interest to Fort AVayne. 
And these three places, however In- 
t"rminBled. must be co-related in a 
city plan. Each must be located with 
a view to maximum of efficiency and 
of non-Interference with'thn others. 


Interference IH easy. 
For oiamp 


the use of high-class residence prop- 
erty for th" creation of a picture pnrk 
is extravagant to tiie point of waste, 
or tho location of a t'aotony in the 
tnldst of a quiet residence district Is 
an uneconomic' Intrusion, 
If the fac- 


tory Is so distressing to the senses 
of hearing, or smell, and sight, as to 
b» a "nuisance," the courts will in- 
tervene to prevent the Intrusion. If it 
fall short of such unpleasantness as 
a neighbor, It may still depreciate ths 
value of surrounding 
property and 


municipal waste results. In scientific 
Germany cities and towns are now 
laid out in distinct sections, for trade, 
for manufacturing and for different 
classes of dwellings. 
Without going 


so far as thnt we yet may consider 
in what 
section 
a 
community will 


most properly 'encourage manufactur- 
ing or residence. 


Two Pretty Examples. 


The Packard company, located on 


Falrfleld avenue, has made its grounds 
lovely with planting. 
Very striking, 


too, .ire the remarkable neatness and 
attractiveness of the grounds of the 
Wabash round house, lower down on 
the same street. This is good work, 
soclalcglcally, aa well aa aesthetically, 
and IB everywhere to be encouraged. 
But even an assuranea of such devel- 
opment will not justify, in a scientific 
city'plan, the placing, of a factory In 
a high class residence district. A dog 
Is out of place at a cat show, evea 
though he does wear a ribbon" around 
his neck. 


One particular reason 'for dislike of 


<y factory in a residence district is .the 
smoka emitted from' it. 
If the fac- 


tories of a city are so located that 
under. usual wind conditions 
their 


smoke is blown across the residence 
and-trading portions'of a town, there

scale. In Fort Wayne the prevailing 
wind is southwest

of

running south of the *lty, would con- 
nect the yards and sidings here with 
the main lines west of the St. Mary's 
river. The advantage to the railroads 
would be the substitution of a short 
cut for freight traffic Instead of the 
present roundabout three-sided loop 
through the city. The advantages to 
the municipality -would be the freeing 
of the tracks that cut through the cen- 
ter of the, city from numerous frelghl 
trains, with the danger, noise, delaj 
and smoke that every such train in- 
volves. The location and grade of the 
line, however, would have to be care- 
fully worked out.

turing section, developed on modern 
lines, is In my judgment one of the 
most important possibilities now be- 
.foro th« city: one of great economic 
promise to capital and labor, and o 
•Immense significance in the city's 1m 
provement.

better than its business thoroughfares. 
This does not only mean that they, are 
Dleananter to see, as should be expecl- 
?d, but that they are better adapted to 
their purposes. The poor ruin of plat- 
ting nearly nil strents to a uniform 
width, regardless of the traffic they ars 
llktly to carry, has persisted with them 
as it has elsewhere, but it 'dots less 
harm in the residence section than ui 
the business. This is because for resi- 
dence purposes the streets are almost 
always wide enough from lot line to lot 
line, while by means ot parking—that 
is, putting grass between 
walk and 


curb—the roadways can be narrowed 
as mush as desired. 


Generally spea.king, the city's resi- 


dence streets are well paved and their 
pavements are kepi fairly clean. The 
recent activity in sidewalk building has 
given them good walks, though a mis- 
take has been made in constructing 
walks that are In many cases too wide. 
On West Jefferson street, for instance, 
a six-foot walk., which i» the walk ot 
usual .width for residence streets, would 
have be«n 
sufficient. 
Some 
money 


could thus have been saved and a bet- 
ter looking street would have been se- 
cured. It is. rare that a residence 
street needs a walk of more than six 
feet width.. 


Condemns Walks at Curb. 
. . 


On Jickson, arid a (ew other streets, 


•the walk- has been laid next to the 
•curb and such space1 as was left for 
street lawn has been thrown into lot 
lawn. This is a mistake in judgment 
that one rarely finds nowadays. The 
aesthetic loss must

everybody who compares such,a-street

. Fort Wayne Needs a Forester. , 
The trees are, and ought in even 


arger measure to b3, the glory of a 
city's residence streets. But in Fort 
Wayn« they show the want of responsi- 
ble and consistent care. For the best 
street" effect they should be evenly and 
generously spaced;

should on 


any clearly defined- street unit b« of a 
single variety; they should hava that 
protection from linemen, advertisers, 
disease and' pests which only municipal

The city's allay sys- 
tem is so complete and excellent that 
the wires can well be carried through 
them. It this had no other advantage, 
It would at least save the street trees. 
Many trees of slow but beautiful nat- 
ural growth have been ruined by top- 
>ing In order that they may not inter- 
fere with wires. 


But In the Ufa of the city the wires 


strung over the streets on poles pre- 
sent a temporary condition, and it Is 
folly to destapy the relatively perma- 
nent beauty of trees that the con- 
venience of the moment may be satis- 
fied. Further, the side-parking in Its 
prevalence and very excellence gives 
opportunity, even when there is no 
alley, for burying wires at relatively 
little cost, since It becomes unneces- 
sary to rip up pavements.

A stretch 
of track 
5,000 feet in 


length was used by the experimenters 
and the test was made while a power- 
ful electric light shining from an en- 
gine at the side of a semaphore, where 
signal 
lights were displayed, was 


thrown on an observation car where 
the railroad men were seated. 


At a distance of 5,000 £eet from the 


semaphore those on the observation 
car could not distinguish the signal 
lights and it was necessary to run 
the car 2,000 feet closer to the engine 
before' the red lights could be dis- 
tinguished from the others. At a dis- 
tance of 3,000 feet the signal lights 
could be made out faintly, while at 2,- 
000 -feet they 
were 
plainly visible. 


When this test was completed the elec- 
tricilight on the engine was replaced 
with an ordinary oil lamp'on the en- 
gine and at a distance o£ 5,000 feet the 
red- lights at the semaphore could be 
made' out indistinctly, while 'at a dis- 
tance of 4,000 feet the green lights 
could be seen faintly. 
All the lights 


could be plainly seen at a distance 'of 
3,000 feet with the oil lamp.

ion station'at 6:30 o'clock and it was 
' nearly 3' o'clock th|s morning before
